Boyne City schools could be 
planning on spending almost 
$600,000 in energy renovations 
over the next year after they heard 
the recommendations from Bill 
Coberley, a energy consultant for 
Elzinga and Volkers, Inc. 

The board had hired the firm 
several months ago to find out how 
the system is doing with energy 
consumption and how they could 
do it better to save money that is 
being spent on gas and electricity. 

Coberly went through a 
presentation saying that in 
general, the school system is doing 
above average in comparison to the 
rest of the nation. 

He did say that the middle school 
gym should probably be replaced, 
rather than renovated, because the 
paybacks earned from the 
renovation would take too many 
years to make it economically 
feasible. 

For each school, a team of 
engineers from the firm, John 
Looze, the building maintenance 
supervisor, and members of the 
school boards’ building committee 
worked up a list of energy saving 
items. The engineers then took the 
items one by one to decide the 
possible paybacks to the system. 

Among the recommendations 
that the firm made for all of the 
schools was the inclusion of a 
energy-maintenance management 
system so that any improvements 
made could be monitored and 
reveiwed for operation and _per- 
formance. 

In the high school, the recom- 
mendations included roof in- 
sulation, window retrofit, ad- 
ditional lighting retrofit, and a 
boiler replacement for energy 
saving. 
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They also included other 
recommendations to the site, the 
building and the mechanical parts 
of the building. 

The cost projection of the repairs 
would amount to a savings each 
year of about $5,577 with a 
payback period of 6.19 years if the 
high school windows alone were 
replaced. 

With a roof retrofit, the savings 
of $5,026 per year would be 
achieved, but because of the high 
cost involved, the payback for the 
school would take 69.85 years. 

If the school agrees to replace the 
boiler, a savings of $6,657 per year 
would result. 

The total cost of all of the 
operations are projected to be 
$420,590 for the high school. 

In the Middle School, the 
recommendations included new 
windows, new lighting in the gym, 
a new water heating system, 
airlock entries and fans in the gym. 
Other recommendations included 
installing a elevator, repairing one 
exterior wall against water 
leakage, installing fire dampers 
and fixing a broken sanitary sewer 
below a hallway floor. 

In the Elementary School, the 
firm made no energy recom- 
mendations but did suggest 
several other site and building 
recommendations. Those included 
changing the fascia panels to 
vertical, install a barrier free ramp 
to the stage, put in more asphalt 
paving around the school building 
and providing service to correct 
problems the system has with the 
heating control system. 

They also suggested canopies at 
the main entrances to minimize 
snow and ice build-up along with

M-75 to be 
paved 


this summer 
says Frykberg 


Boyne City will be seeing new 
pavement on M-75 between the old 
railroad tracks by Stark’s Total in 
the downtown area to Hannah 
Street on the north side of town as 
the city received a letter from the 
Michigan Department of Tran- 
sportation that said emergency 
funding was approved so that work 
could be done on the road. 

While the road is slated to be 
rebuilt sometime in 1987, the 
emergency funding will allow the 
road to be paved. with a coat of 
asphalt. 

The road work is supposed to be 
completed by this September 
according to the letter. 

In other action at the noon city 
commission meeting, City 
manager Randy Frykberg told the 
commissioners that two new 
shopping docks would be installed 
in the City Marina in the next two 
weeks. The barge that will be 
setting the piles for the docks 
should. be coming back. to town 
shortly. to-complete the work. 

City tax bills will-be sent out: to 
‘residents within the next two 


_- weeks according to Frykberg. This 


year, the taxes will include 16.66 


‘mills for city operating taxes, one 


mill for debt retirement: and one 


-mill for the historical. museuth. ° 
Also included in the tax bills will . 


be. one-half of the Boyne. City 
School taxes. They will be asking 


for payment of 16,36 mills. The. 


total taxes being collected will 
account for 36.00 mills for the city: 
and the schools. 


planting some trees to slow down 
the wind at the entrance of the 
building. 

If the board goes with all of the 
recommendations, the total 
amount of money expended, less 
the return provided by the 
paybacks would still leave the 
system with paying out almost 
$101,309 from the general fund 
assuming only a six percent in- 
crease in energy costs for the next 
10 years. 


To pay for the building im- 
provements the board is looking 
into borrowing the money from the 
state through a program designed 
for energy saving improvements. 
The loan would come through what 
is known as Section 431 funding. 

While not all of the recom- 
mendations may be done, the 
board agreed with most of the 
improvements suggested by the 
building committee and are being 
divided into priorities.

Board member Dick Wulff told 
the board members that the figures 
only represent the maximum 
amount the project could cost, and 
would probably be much less.

After city commissioners deny 
amendment, rezoning fails 


It took over an hour, but the end 
of the debate seemed to satisfy 
most of the crowd that attended 
the Boyne City Commission 
meeting last Tuesday after the 
Boyne City commissioners decided 
to turn down an amendment to 
the cuyrent zoning ordinance that 
would have allowed Planned 
Residential Developments: on 
parcels of land smaller than five 
acres. 

When that onameat was 
turned down, it killed any hopes of 
another developers request for 
rezoning on a parcel of land that 
was smaller than the five acres. 

The land that the rezoning was 
asked for, was four small parcels 
on Front Street across from the 
Harborage marina and owned by 
Mary Ann Watkins. 

The amending of the ordinance 
started after the planning board 
wanted to try to allow for requests 
for rezoning on some of the smaller 
parcels of land in the city so that 
those parts could be built on with 
the controls that the PRD zoning 
has written into it. The request for 
the rezoning occurred: after Ron 
Makino, a developer from Bellville, 
MI, had requested information on 
how a piece of property smaller 
than the ‘five acres could be 
developed. He had.an option on the 
Watkins property. at the time. 

An amendment was - developed 
and was sent to the city com- 
missioners for .adopting. As the 


- amendment was going through the * 


process of being adopted, several 
residents came into a ‘city com- 
mission meeting to complain. They 
were told that the amendment had. 
one more reading to go before it 


would be adopted: and that they 
should get together to fight the 


amendment. 

That brought over 50 residents to 
last Tuesdays’ meeting, where the 
forum was heard. 

Leading the arguments against 
the proposed amendment was Bob 
Kostin, an attorney who has a 
home just down the street from the 
proposed development that the 
amendment would have allowed. 

Kostin told the commissioners 
that the proposed amendment 
would create a monster for the city 
as the planners had not included 
any standards that would be 
applied. This, he said, would open 
the city up for the court system 
and those who may want to fight 
the city zoning. ‘‘No matter what,” 
he added, ‘‘It would appear that 
the city would lose everytime.” 

“YT cannot see how this new 
amendment would be helpful to the 
city,’’ he added, ‘‘It would create a 
new standard for each request.” 

At that point, Makino asked the 
city attorney Bill McTaggart if the 
ordinance would create new 
standards. McTaggart. said it does 
open the door for planners to set 
their own standards. He felt that 


_ the ordinance if adopted, would. be 


right on the edge of legatity. 

After hearing that the city 
manager. Randy Frykberg 
suggested that the proposed 


~ change: was not in the city’s best 


interest, commissioner Steve 


Moody. withdrew the motion. to- 


adopt the amendment. : 


The commissioners then agreed to 
send. the: proposed ordinance back: 
to the planners so they would.come : 
back with something that would be: 


acceptable to all. In effect, that 
killed the. amendment and the 
rezoning. request. 

In. other action that night, the

ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE, granting to CONSUMERS ‘POWER COMPANY, 
its successors and assigns, the right, power and 
authoriry to construct, maincain and commercially 
use electric lines consisting of towers, masts, 
poles, crossarus, guys, braces, feeders, trans~

CHARLEVOTX COUNTY, MICHIGAN. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF _ souTH ABM ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1.. The Township of South Arm » Charlevoix 
County, Michigan, hereby grants the right, power and authority to che 
Consumers Power Company, a Michigan corporation, its successcrs and 
assigns, hereinafter called the "Grantee," to construct, maintain and 
commercially use electric lines consisting of towers, masts, peles, 
crossarms, guys, braces, feeders, transmission and distribution wires, 
transformers and other electrical appliances, for the purpose of trans: 
mitting, transforming and distributing electricity @n, under, along 
and acress the highways, streets, alleys, bridges, id other pudiic 
places, and to do a local electric business. in the Township of 
Charlevoix County, Michigan. 


SECTION 2, In consideration of the rights, power and 
authority hereby granted, said Grantee shall faithfully perfora all 
things required by the terzs hereof. 


Ail of Grantee's towers, masts and poles shall 
be neat and sightly, and so placed on either side of the highways, 
streets, alleys and bridges as not to unnecessarily interfere with the 
use thereof for highway, street and alley purposes. All of Grantee's 
wires carrying electricity shall be securely fastened so as not to 
endanger or injure persons or property in said highways, screets and © 
alleys. All work performed by said Grantee in said highways, sctreecs 
and alleys shall be dene so as nct to incerfere with the use thereo:, 
and when completed, the same shall be left in as good condition as 
when work was commenced. The Grantee shall have the right to tris 
trees if necessary in the conducting of such business, subject, hou- 
ever, to the supervision of the highway authorities. 


SECTION 4, Said Grantee shall at all times keep and save 
the Township free and harmless from all loss, costs and expense to 
which it may be subject by reason of the negligence construction and 
maintenance of the structures hereby authorized. In case any action 
is commenced against the Township on account of the permission herein 
granted, said Grantee shall, upon notice, defend the Township and 
save it free and harmless from all loss, cost and damage arising out 
of such negligent construction and maintenance. :

[Under authority of Act 165, P.A. 1929, and 
Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended| 


STATEWIDE TROUT AND SALMON REG ULATIONS 


Under the authority of Section 3 of Act 230, P.A. 1925, and Act 165, P.A. 
1929, as amended, being Sections 300.3 and 303.1, respectively, of the 
Michigan Compiled Laws, the Natural Resources Commission, at its May 
17, 1985, meeting, rescinded its July 13, 1984, order, No. CFI 104.85, and 
ordered that for a period beginning June 1, 1985, through March 31, 1987, 
no person sha}l possess, take or attempt to take, any species of trout or 
salmon from any of the waters of this state except by hook and line during 
the open seasons prescribed, and within the minimum size limits and 
maximum possession limits indicated below. 

Statewide open seasons on all trout streams and designated trout lakes 
shall be from the last Saturday in April through September 30 (longer on 
waters designated by the Director for extended fishing under Act 165) on all 
trout and salmon. Statewide open seasons on all other inland lakes and the 
Great Lakes shall be any time for all trout and salmon except on Lake Huron 
and its tributary streams and on Lake Michigan and its tributary streams the 
season on lake trout is from May 1 through August 15. Also, the following 
defined areas are established as refuge areas for lake trout rehabilitation 
and are closed to sport fishing for lake trout. 

Lake Michigan (North) 

Ail waters enclosed in an area commencing at a point 9 miles due west of 
T-mile point, then westerly for 134% miles, then north 5’ miles, then west 
for 9 miles, the north for 11 miles then west for 18 miles, then south for 38% 
miles, then east for 9 miles, then north for 5'% miles, then east for 9 miles, 
then north for 54 miles, then east for 18 miles, then north for 5% miles, 
then east for 442 miles, then north for 5% miles to the point of beginning. 


Lake Michigan (South) 

All waters enclosed in an area commencing at at point 12'2 miles due west 
of the Jake entrance of Duck Lake, Muskegon County (T11N, Ri8W, Sec. 
24), then west to the state boundary, then southerly along the state 
boundary to a point due west of a point 1% miles south of Lake Macatawa 
Harbor entrance, then due east 14 miles, then north to point of origin.

Boyne area to hold 
first home tour 


next Wednesday 


In 1856 two hardy homestead- 
ers, John and Harriet Miller, 
beached their boat on the shore 
of the Boyne River and climbed 
the riverbank to discover an 
abandoned and dilapidated shel- 
ter, their first ‘‘dream cabin.’’ 

Nealy one hundred and thirty 
years have passed since the 
Millers made their commitment 
to this area, but Boyne-on-the- 
Bay is still a beautiful and idylic 
place for a ‘‘dream cabin.”’ 

For the first time, local sons 
and daughters are opening their 
homes for a Home Tour to bene- 
fit the’Boyne City Historical 
Society which is working with the 
Historical Commission to estab- 
lish a museum for the area’s 
artifacts. 

Four homes and four condo- 
miniums will be open for public 
showing, each with a different 
architectural style and decor 
ranging from colonial casual to 
formal modern. :
